TWO BIG JAILS 
HOUSE 366 OUT 
OF RUM RANKS 


Men and Women Dealers 
Provide Heavy Part of 


Population 


Reports of the two provinc'al jails 
at Fort Saskatchewan and Leth- 
bridge, made available on Thursday 
by Hon. O. L. McPherson, minister 
of public works, shoy; that in the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1931, 
the last for which figures are dis- 
closed there was a considerable in- 
crease in the number of prisoners, 
the total daily average for the two 
jails being 498.04 as against 424.14 
for the previous year or a dai’y av- 
erage increase of 73.9. 
Infringements of the Liquor Act ac- 
counted for the greatest number of 
inearcerations with 326 out of 1,309 
Theft from persor counted for 207 
prisoners and vagrancy for 159 

The total number of female pris- 
eners admtited was 163 while 169 
were discharged. Of these 76 were 
marcicd, 54 single and 13 divorced. 

As with the males, females suf- 
fered the largest nymber of im- 
prisonments through @nfringements 
of the Liquor Act, with 40 out of a 
total of 143. 

The daily average population at the 
Fort Saskatchewan jail was 304.2, be- 
ing an increase of 40.2 over the pre- 
vious yea: G al health of in- 
mates wes excollent 

On the C.N.R. farm 123 acres of 
wheat gave a yield of 3795 bushels 
and seven acres of oats a yield of 325 
bushels 

On the south farm 119 acres of 
wheat yie'ded 4975 bushels; 21 acres 
of oais yielded 1771 bushels and 50 
acres of barley a yield of 480 bushels 


280 BUSHELS RAISED 

On the home farm 280 bushels of 
barley were raised from 20 acres. The 
gross per capiia cost per prisoner per 
year was $271 195 

The total n cr of male prisoners 
admitted was 1627 and 1583 were dis- 
charged 

The civil state of prisoners showed 
that 434 were married; 818 single; 46 
widowers and 11 divorced.
